In the 
first place, they must he Godly, with 
a clear experience of conversion and 
living a life that is consistent with 
their profession. They must maiii" 
fest a love for souls, and be energetic 
workers. 

The age limit for Corps Cadets is 
between fouriCL-n and seventeen 
years, and they must have been con- 
verted for at least two nionibs, and 
enrolled as a Junior or Senior Sol- 
dier. The consent of parent!; or 
.gnardians is gciieraHy required.
